After conflnement at homa for sev- 
eral months, Mr. Lacy had to pass 
the most of the past two months in 
his chair owing to difleolty in 
breathing caused by heart affection, 
which caused his death. Through 
his long period of invslidiaitt lia 'was 
uncomplaininf? and patient. 

Mr. Lacy died at the age of 67 
years. He wee bom in Gooehland 
county, Va. His mother is still liv- 
ing and is now in her 85tb year. Hu 
fatl^ was WilliamljMy, «ho fought 
thr(f gh tha «avi%i|^««n States 
wit# the'rin*' af CapUin. Five 
daughters and thr^e sons were bom 
to Capt. and M.s. William Lacy, ail 
of whom are liviog excepting the 
one who passed away Satarday. 

When tne deceased entered the 
raoks of the Southern arasy he was 
a mere lad, but be made a good sol- 
dier and staid with his company un 
till the close of the war. He came 
to this dty. we understand, about 
1888 or 1889. For many years past 
he had l^aen in the to^Mcco business, 
hiff lafk^aoacniet befaiir atth the A- 
merican SnuiT Company as a buyer. 

Mr. Lacy was a quiet, unasaumiog 
man. honest to a penny and A-eMih 
tian gentleman. He had no enemies 
but hosts of friends. He was a de- 
voted hoeband and lovlag fathor. 
His wife and four children turvive 
him. His chiidren are: Mrs. Har- 
ry Harton, of th<s dty; Mrs. James 
Edwards, of this county, and Misses 
Charlie and Hattie Lacy. 

In the absence of the pastor of the 
Ninth Street Christian church, of 
which Mr., Lacy was for many years 
■d member, the funeral s e rv l u es were 
conducted by Rev. H. Clay Smith at 
the home, 927 South Viri(inia street, 
Sunday afternoon.

thought It would even penettate 
glass." 

ThlH bolipf waa due to the fact that 
securely bottled wine, over tlM bottles 
of which this rat had passed and in 
passing perfumed them, was found, 
on opening to be utterly worthless and 
fun of mask. Aoeordlag to Bonfort's 
Wine and Spirit Clroalar, iBTMtlca- 
tloaa and ezparlmaata, however, 
showed that Instead of penetrating 
the glass, it flnds access to the wine 
through the cork. 

The water of Ceylon Is none of the 
beet Near the ooast lines it is brack- 
iah, owing to tbe aea and tbe many 
salt iMrsbaa. la Om low country 
where rivers and alraaMs are few and 
far apart, the supply Is from artificial 
tanks, and their tributary streams 
and outlets are the resort of the deer 
and cattle and elephants that come to 
bathe and wallow in tbem. thereby 
keeping the water Im a amidy BtaM 
patpetaatty. 

To remedy this eoadltlea the Cln> 
galeae resort to a rather curlons prac- 
tlee; water for drinking purposes Is 
always put into an unglated chatty, 
which before using they thoroughly 
rub with a peed that they call Inglnl. 
Thia la rubbed on tbe Inalde of the 
ehatly aatil akaot half tbe seed is 
wMa away; «ha>aMddy walar la tbea 
peored In tbe u »s» ai ad Jar and al> 
low«d to stand. 

At first the water Is about tbe con- 
sistency of macllage, but this soon 
disappears and a ylscld sediment 
forms at the bottom of the vessel, 
the dear watetr remaining on top. It 
la BOW ready Isr ase, and although 
not of tba Bliaisat,laai^piaa<lr fan 
Bar ordlaary iMa. 

Milk Is almost a luxury in Ceylon, 
owing to several causes, among 
which Is the land leech. These pests 
freqoent the paeturea in auch num- 
bers that they will suck tbe blood 
from aa aaimal t| a very abort time 
and tbarslOre ' eattle laMag eaonot 
be rasartod'laatt any kMipp aeala/ An- 
other featore la tbe aaa.af bakatoo 
by the natives in the milk which they 
sell to the Ehiropeans who have set- 
tled there. 

It is a thorny fruited plant with 
dark orange-colored roots and prim 
roaeUfce iowera, which baa equally 
wonderful effects on Bdlk and on 
water, tbOBgh^oC a HlHarsBl aatnre. 
If piecea of tba staas, vaat and leaves 
be mixed (or a faw saeands In milk 
or water, the Nqald turns thick and 
mucilaglnona, so much so that water 
in this state can be raised by the 
hand several feet out of a basin and 
will fall back without noise. This, 
moreover, is done without imparting 
any color, taste or smell to the fluid, 
which retnma to ita natural state la 
aboat tea or flttean nlnatea.

The sehool taaehee l» powsriees to 
do It even when he does hie best 
He ia haadicapi>^ X>j the very natnre 
of the case. We most look to the edu- 
cated people of this state, lien and 
women whs will give their time and 
talent aad meaaa to oreate a better 
seatlBMat tor tka rural seaoOla. aad 
we mnat leek to the pesss. 

The aawsgapsr and tlM pobllc 
sehoiria are the two greatest forces 
at work ia thla country for both prog- 
ress and enlightenment. 

The newspapers' Influence depends 
upon the number of readers It has and 
the number of readers depends on how 
many people are taught to read. There 
must be a oombinatioa between the 
preea aad the professor, a united in- 
terest betwaea the newspaper aad the 
public sehool. If the press of this 
state would give half the thought and 
half the space to education that It does 
to politics the schools would be revo- 
lutionised in less than a decade. The 
press must first be made interested In 
this great question, then it must be 
educated to the needa of the achools, 
then shown how the needs stay be 
auppUad. The- editor and the sohool 
teacher must be brought within closer 
touch with each other. This should 
be done through this organization. 

Mind you. 1 am not talking about 
a movement through the press for the 
benefit of the teachers, but a move- 
ment for the l>eBe^ of the people. The 
sohool mnat he saade the important 
thing aad not the achool teacher. The 
children's Interest mtut be put in the 
forefront 'as the battle cry throuRh 
the press for their welfare, and the 
welfare of the statu. AU tjreat eiilor- 
prises get before the public with the 
news bureau and there is no enter- 
prise as great as the eduoatioa of the 
massss, Meet sn t s r p ri sss pay lor pub' 
licity, but this is one of which the 
newspapers will require no pay.

The crop 
sprayed with bovdeans mlstara ylald- 1 
ed 60 buahela more per aoM than the 
unaprayed, and the patch on which 
Ume-aulphur waa used yielded 6C 
bushels to the acre less than the un- 
sprayed. This gives a difference of a 
hundred bushels to the acre in favor 
of the bordeaux as against lime-sul- 
phur. Lime-sulphur for trees, bor^ 
deaux for potatoee, seems the proper 
role.
